This document provides notes relating to descendants of Dr. William Avery (1622- 
1687) of Dedham, Massachusetts.

Samuel Putnam Avery (II) (1822 - 1904) 


Samuel Putnam Avery (II) (1822 - 1904) is the person of most interest. 

He became influential in the art and culture of New York City. He was a self taught 
expert in art having one of the first commercial art galleries in New York. His clients 
were some of the wealthiest industrialists in 19 century USA. He was a founder of the 
Metropoitan Museum of Art, Member of the committee for the erection of the Statue 
of Liberty and benefactor of the Avery Architectural library at Columbia University. 
He donated artifacts to the Avery, Architectural library, Metropolitan Museum and 
New York Public Library. He was USA commissioner for Art at the Paris exposition 
in 1867. 

He is mentioned in a number of books on art and there is a book of obituaries 
recording his death. 
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Chapter 2 - ANCESTRY 


Paternal Avery ancestry is traced to Robert Avery, of Pylle, Co., Somerset, England, 
who died between July 27 and October 14, 1575. 


William Avery arrived in New England in 1650, and settled at Dedham, Mass. The 
Avery family in England was of proven armigerous rights as is demonstrated by the 
authentic Avery arms* brought to Dedham by William Avery, then continuously used 
William Avery and his descendants. 


Through maternal ancestry there is a direct descent from Richard Park (1602-1665), 
who arrived in New England at Boston, on October 3, 1635, settling in Cambridge 
Village (Newton), Mass. 


Avery Coat of Arms

Dr. William Avery of Dedham, brought with him to America in 1650 a painting of 
these same arms, whose painting has passed down through generations. This 
heirloom was acquired by Samuel Putnam Avery, Esq. and presented by him in 
January, 1909, to the Dedham, Mass., History Society, where it has remained 
William Avery of Dedham, also had in his possession a ancient silver seal having 
engraved the arms and crest, which is also in the Avery family collection in the 
Dedham Historical Society. 


The arms above described are identical with the English Avery Arms of Huwish, Co. 
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Somerset, 

And at Enfield, Co. Middlesex, England, as described by Burke (1844), with the 
slight heraldic "difference" of "fesse" being displayed in the English Arms and a 
chevron displayed by the Dedham, Mass., branch of Avery’s

This is the same Jacob 
Avery of Mells, County Somerset ( District of Frome Somerset) and Samuel Avery MP 
was one of his sons. In the Visitation of Somerset, Jacob Avery’s Pedigree and coat of

BIOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY published pedigrees for Samuel Putnam Avery( (1822 - 
1904) and his son Samuel Putnam Avery( 1847 — 1920 ) 
As a result with the volume of family history research undertaken on the interweb 
these inactitudes have been spread around those research Avery family history, 
especially in the United States. 

PYLLE and PILL are physically different locations. 

The locations in Somerset, England called Congresbury, Claverham, Hewish, Yatton 
are in very close proximity to each other.

Samuel Putnam Avery (II) (1822 — 1904) was the well known critic, connoisseur 
and dealer, of New York City, whose influence in the art circles of that city and the 
United States was of the greatest value in his day, in developing in this country the 
love of art and a discriminating knowledge thereof. 

In establishing his enviable reputation, Samuel Putnam Avery (II) built up probably 
the largest art clientele ever attained in the USA, and as a dealer, was instrumental in 
securing for his individual clients and for public collections the best art obtainable in 
his time. As an unerring developer of the best artistic taste, he stood pre-eminent. 

In the course of his business development he acquired a large fortune, much of 
which he distributed, as a result of his philanthropic inclinations, amongst public 
institutions. 


During the 1870s he made annual buying trips to Europe. 

His diaries provide valuable insight into the European art market. When Avery 
auctioned his acquisitions in New York, a large number of his works were bought by 
William Henry Vanderbilt, also a patron of Whistler. 


From 1872 Avery was a founder member and lifelong trustee of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York and for thirty-four years served continuously as a 
Trustee of that notable institution. and donated a number of American pictures from 
his collection. 


Samuel Putnam Avery (II) continued purchasing, colour drawings, etchings, 
engravings, and porcelains, bronzes, etc., etc — thereby doing much to elevate public 
taste and increase general knowledge in regard to art in general. In addition to the 
management of His own gallery, on account of his expert knowledge, judgment and 
business connection with artists and art centres abroad, he was called upon to assist in 
the formation of private collections by the most noted collectors of the day. In fact he 
was the pioneer and leading expert and exponent of art in New York City of his time. 


On March 17, 1897. he was the recipient of a gilt from seventy-five of his friends and 
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admirers, of a gold medal struck off in commemoration of his seventy-filth birthday. 
He served as President and Vice-President of the Grolier Club of New York City and 
was for many years a member of its Council. 


He was a Veteran of the 23rd Regiment of the National Guard of the State of New 
York. 


He was a member of the original committee having charge of the erection of the 
Bartholdi Statue of Liberty on Bedloe's Island, New York Harbor. 


In 1896 he was conferred with an honorary degree of Master of Arts of Columbia 
University. 


In 1899, December, he was instrumental in establishing a separate print room at the 
New York Public Library 

In 1900 he present the New York Public Library with a gift of over 19,000 prints. He 
bequeathed part of his book collection to the Avery Architectural Library at Columbia 
University, New York, in memory of his son Henry 


He was a Life Member and Trustee of the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Society 

A member of the New York Society of the Colonial Wars and a gentleman of the 
Council of that Society 

A member of the New York Society of Sons of the Revolution; 


a member of the Century and Union League Clubs of New York City and a member 
of the New York Historical Society, New York Geographical, the Free Library and 
Archaeological and many other societies, besides being connected with various 
charitable institutions. He was a liberal benefactor of the Library of the Columbia 
University of New York City.

Avery Architectural and Fine Arts Library 

, the world's largest architecture library, is located in Avery Hall on the Morningside 
Heights campus of Columbia University in New York City. Serving 

Columbia's Graduate School of Architecture, Planning and Preservation and the 
Department of Art History and Archaeology, Avery Library collects books 

and periodicals in architecture, historic preservation, art history, painting, sculpting , 
graphic arts, decorative arts, city planning , real estate, and archaeology , as well as 
archival materials primarily documenting 19th- and 20th-century American architects 
and architecture. The architectural, fine arts, Ware, and archival collections are non- 
circulating. The Avery-LC Collection, primarily newer print books, does circulate. 
Avery Library is named for New York architect Henry Ogden Avery , a friend 

of William Robert Ware , who was the first professor of architecture at Columbia 
University in 1881. Soon after Avery's death in 1890, his parents, Samuel Putnam 
Avery and Mary Ogden Avery, established the library as a memorial to their son.

Avery Classics is the rare book department of Avery Library. It contains 
approximately 40,000 printed volumes published over seven centuries.

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Chapter 6 -SAMUEL PUTNAM AVERY (IID) (1847 -1920 ) 


Samuel Putnam Avery, (III), succeeded to his father's business, which he continued 
with success. 


His gallery was located on the west side of Fifth Avenue, in an unpretentious two- 
storied brick building, between Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth Streets, and south of the 
Thirty-fifth Street corner, where was then located the New York Club. 


Samuel Putnam Avery continued in his business career for fifteen years, maintaining 
his residence with his parents at No. 4 East Thirty-eighth Street, New York City. He 
was in business from 1887 to 1902, lived in New York City from 1902 to 1909, and 
removed to Hartford in 1909, where he established his home at No. 61 Woodland 
Street, and there resided until his death, spending his summer months at his country 
home on Button Island in Lake' Champlain. 

He continued to collect antiquities which formed his collections. In time bestowed many 
of these collections upon public institutions where their permanent possession have 
become monuments to his memory. 

in 1909 the Brooklyn Museum became, the recipient of his magnificent collection of 
ancient Chinese Cloisonné, which collection since that year has been materially 
augmented by him until now it is recognized as probably one of the finest collections of 
its kind in the world. 

Even before his retirement from business, he developed an interest in genealogy; and, 
after his retirement from commercial pursuits his interest along this line of research 
increased and he devoted much time in gathering information relative to his family 
history, 

in 1919 Samuel Putnam Avery ,junior ( 1847 — 1920) published his genealogical 
works 

“The Avery, Fairchild and Park Families of Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island” 


In the volume he gave the details of his line of descent from Thomas Fairchild, of 
Stratford, Conn., from William Avery, of Dedham, Mass., and from Richard Park, of 
Cambridge Village (now Newton), Mass. 


In 1905 his interest in genealogy resulted in becoming a member of the New York 
Genealogical and Biographical Society which membership caused him to become 
interested in the Society's welfare and development. 


This resulted in Samuel Putnam Avery (III) giving the Society $20,000 for the 
establishment of an Art Fund, the income from which was to aid the Society in 
improving the artistic atmosphere of its future environment. 


Samuel Putnam Avery (III) became convinced as an incorporated body it was in need 
of assistance in its field of publication,. He augmented his original gift by an additional 
gift of $10,000, and enlarged the original deed of gift so that the entire fund should 
thereafter be known as the Avery Art and Publication Fund, it being left to the 
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discretion of the Board of Trustees, as to whether the income of this fund should be 
devoted to aid in the direction of Art development, or increase its publication activities. 
As its Vice-President, He realized that even though the Society was in possession of a 
desirable site for its proposed new home, yet that it was in need of an endowment fund 
to support that new home when it was built. 


As aresult of consultation with its Administrative and Executive officers, it was 
decided that a fund of $200,000 was necessary to be raised as an endowment to support 
the proposed new building, and he headed the subscription list for the purpose of 
securing this fund, with a subscription of $25,000, to be paid by him provided the 
additional $175,000 should be raised on or before December 31, 1920. 


The stimulus of this generous offer initiated a campaign for the acquirement of this sum 
of $200,000, and has resulted in subscriptions amounting up to date (December 31, 
1920), of over $67,000.

The Wadsworth Atheneum Hartford, Connecticut 


Founded in 1842 and opened in 1844, it is the oldest continually operating 


public art museum in the United States. 


The Wadsworth is noted for its collections of European Baroque art, ancient 
Egyptian and Classical bronzes, French and American Impressionist 
paintings, Hudson River School landscapes, modernist masterpieces and 
contemporary works, as well as collections of early American furniture and 


decorative arts. 


Samuel P. Avery Jr. donated works ranging from a Babylonian clay tablet to 
Chinese Qing Dynasty porcelain and mid-19th century French sculpture, as 
well as funds for new construction, producing the country's first museum 


interior designed in the International Style. 
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The Wadsworth Atheneum art museum in Hartford consists of four connected 
structures. Three of them can be seen, lined up adjacent to each other, on Main Street: 
the original Atheneum building (1844), the Colt Memorial Building (1906) and 

the Morgan Memorial Building (1910). The fourth section, the Avery Memorial 
Building, is on Atheneum Square and Prospect Street, behind the 1844 

building. Samuel P. Avery left his art collection and funds to construct a building to 
house it. The Avery Memorial, built in 1934, was designed by the firm of Morris & 
O’Connor to have a minimum of decorative ornament. The interior has the 

earliest International Style interior of any museum in America. 


Antoine-Louis Barye 

Samuel P Avery Jr Bronze sculptures gifted to the Wadsworth Atheneum a collection of sculptures 
created by Antoine-Louis Barye. 

Best known as a sculptor specializing in animals. Barye also excelled in sculpture subjects from classical 
mythology, poetry and French History as well as painting animals. Although Barye often exploited exotic 
themes he did not leave Paris or his immediate vicinity. A frequent visitor to the Paris zoo he studied 
animals from life. He works combine acute observation with a forceful imagination portraying animals 
with intense emotions that exemplify the romantic taste for violence and striking subjects.

AVERY MEMORIAL HALL 
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the Avery Memorial Building, is on Atheneum Square and Prospect Street, behind the 
1844 building. Samuel P. Avery left his art collection and funds to construct a building 
to house it. 


The Avery Memorial opened in 1934 and was the first American museum building 
with a modern International Style interior. Avery Memorial building reflected a 
transformative moment in American architectural history , reflective of modernizing 
trends in art and architecture. Funded by the art dealer, collector, and philanthropist 
Samuel Putnam Avery III (1847-1920), the Art Deco exterior featured clean lines and 
minimal ornamentation. By 1964, the institutions not affiliated with the art museum 
had moved to other Hartford locations. 


There was a comprehensive refurbishment of the Wadsworth Atheneum art museum 
in 1964. As a result the Avery memorial hall entrance was discontinued for ingress, 
now acting as an emergency exit 


The Avery building , became a large open space , designed for exhibitions and display 
of large art works. The building has a mezzanine , which displays modern trends in art 
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
